Austral wheat 
getting 9 cents a bush 
bonus and 14 cents D 
ium on exchange, according to a 
letter from the secretary of the 
South Australia Wheat Pool. This 
situation is brought about by the 
depreciation in Australian money 
as compared with the British pound, 
Canadian money is at a premium in 
Great Britain. 


World Increase of Wheat 
Acreage and Production 
World wheat acreage has increas- 
ed by 42,125,000 acres during the 
past 20 years and production by 628,- 
157,000 bushels. These figures are 
obtained ‘by using the average pro- 
duction and acreage figures for the 
five year period 1909-1913 as com- 
pared with acreage and production 
figures of 1931. The figures for 
Russia and China are not included 
because of lack of acturate infor- 

mation. 

The bulk of the increase in both 
acreage and production occurred in 
North America where an additional 
23,272,000 acres were ‘brought under 
wheat during that period and whee 
actual production increased by 313- 
485,000 bushels. In the southern 
hemisphere the increase in acreage 
during the period under discussion 
was 8,451,000 and the increase’ in 
bushelage 177,591,000. 

Wheat acreage in Europe in the 
e0 years under review increased by 
only 2,648,000 and production by 
90,131,000. This expansion was made 
at the expense of rye _ production. 
Acreage under rye diminished by 
4,500,000 in Europe and production 
by 210,000,000 bushels. These sta- 
tistics dispel the contention that 
Europe has increased wheat acre- 
age enormously. Whil estill the 
greatest wheat producing continent 
in the world, Europe has been  re- 
ducing her acreage in bread grains 
rather than increasing it.- 

Germany has_ increased wheat 
acreage in 20 years by _ 1,326,000 
acres, but decreased rye acreage 
nearly 2,000,000 acres. Hungary, 
Bulgaria, Great Britain, and France 
decreased wheat acreage. In France 
alone the decrease was 4,000,000 
acres. Rumania and Poland in- 
creased wheat acreage by a million 
acres each. Italy, Spain, Yugo- 
slavia, and Czechoslovakia show 
very little change in acreage. 

Even with high domestic wheat 
prices it is apparent that European 
wheat acreage has not expanded.to, 
any great extent, and any increase

he C.P.R. D.N.R. weather sta- 
tion at Bassano measured a snowfall 
this winter of 20 inches, including 
the March precipitation. Gem re- 
ceived the heaviest snowfall, with 
26,25 inches recorded by the C.P.R. 
instruments not including the fall 
for Mareh which is not yet reported, 
The weather station at the irriga- 
tion dam recorded only 9.8 inches 
exclusive of March. This is unusual 
as the precipitation at the dam is 
nearly always slightly heavier than 
that in Bassano. Countess also re- 
ceived only a light fall with 6.2 
inches, but the measurement for 
March will add several inches more. 
Crowfoot, Makepeace, and Hussar 
districts all had good snowfalls dur- 
ing the winter, but no figures are 
available as to the depth. 
According to meteorological prac- 
tice ten inches of snowfall is equiva- 
lent to approximately one inch of 
rainfall, so Bassano’s 20 inches of 
snow represents 2 inches of water. 
Most of the moisture has soaked 
int othe ground, and should  hélp 
the new crop to a good start.
